ant J. A. MacReady, holder of the 
world's altitude record, is preparing 
to fly to the.ceiling of the world 
the altitude

MacReady, unsatisfied with his re- 


cent flight record of 40,000 feet, re 
vealed to the United Press today 


he is buiiding a super charger 


to carry him 55,000 feet into the 
air. Before he reaches this top of 
the world, his body will burst like 
a balloon 
because- of the lack of 


pressure, MaeReady believes. 


"The importance 
of the revela 


tions expected justify the experiment 
regardless of the consequences

START TUNNEL WORK 
UNDER HUDSON RIVER 


Project to Connect New York and 


Jersey City Under River to be 


Used For Vehicles 


ESTIMATED AT $28,000,000 


(By United Press) 


New York, Feb. IG.^-Breaking 


ground for the two' Hudson River 
tunnels connecting Jersey City and 
New York is expected to take place 
about March 4. 


The land work from the Manhat- 


tan side, from West street to 
the 


pier heads has already been com- 
pleted at a cost of $650,000. The 
six points are the two pierheads of 
Jersey City and the landwork out 
of the pier heads. 


The runnel contract is estimated 


at $22,000,000. The total cost will 
be more than $28,000,000. The con- 
struction is to be of cast iron and 
concrete. 


It is expected that the vehicular 


tunnel, on completion, will take care 
of 15,000,000 vehicles a year. The 
present traffic of vehicles across the 
Hudson is about 4B.OOO a day. By 
the time the tunnel is opened, it is 
estimated the traffic will have doub- 
led.

The^projeet to build the two tun- 


nels began in July, 1919. Surveying 
of Canal street was completed in 
1920, and the Manhattan section of 
the tunnels,.out to the end of the 
piers, was finished recently.
